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1. Oa 17 May 1952 a” Chinese Commimist soldier insulted a Portuguese-Afriean guard 
' at the border between Macao and China, and both soldiers made threatening ges- 
‘fires with Eheir bayonets. On hearing of the incident the Portuguese garrison 
headquarters sent reinforeements to the scene, and the Chinese Communist troops 
at Saneh' ang (0005/1681) removed the covers from their maeshinegums and field 
pieeés. When the Chinése Commmists learned that the ineident was started by, 
‘one of their men they sent a representative to the Portuguese garrism head- 
/ , >. Quarvers to make an explanation, after which both sides withdrew their rein- 
foroements . : . 


2. On 17 May a Chinese Commmist guard erossed the border into Portuguese terri- 

, tory but was intercepted and held at bayonet point by the Portuguese guards. 
Although both sides were alerted, no fighting broke out.t While both sides 
were oceupied with this ineident, a member of the New Demooratie Youth Uorps, 
HUANG Hsiang (7806/4382) *, plunged into the water and swam to the Maeao side. 
Chinese Communist guards fired on him, When he reached the Maeao side the 
Portuguese guards arrested the fugitive and returned the fire of the Chinese. 
When the latter saw that the eseapee had been taken into eustody they eeased 
firing and the incident was elosed. 


3. On 18 May a Chinese Coimimist jumk sailed from Hsiaohengeh'in Island (113-28, 
22-08) to Wantsai (3494/0098) on the mainland to obtain provisions for the 
‘¢roops om the island, In its trip the junk entered Maeso territorial waters 
and was fired on by Portuguese garrison troops stationed om Ponta da Barra. 
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The jumk proceeded to Wantsai and returned with eight Chinese Communist soldiers 
armed with a mashinegum. As it approached Macao territorial waters Portuguese 
guards uneovered their machinegum and prepared to fire on it, but the junk 
changed course and went on to the island. 


On.'18 May two Chiness Commumist soldiers who were going from Wantsai to Shihehiaoc~ 
@hu’ (4258/6037/0731) aecidentally erossed into Macao territorial waters and were 
fired.on by’ Portuguese guards to warn them to leave those waters. Later om the 
same day two boats earrying Chinése Communist troops entered Maeao territorial 
waters but left again when they saw the Portuguese guards ready to fire upom them. 


On 19 May 1952 a Chinese Commmist army offieer ascompanied by a number of guards 
and plaim-clothes deteotives approaahed the Maearo border and tried to arrange 
that the men with him should enter Maeao. The Portuguese authorities refused to 
let them pass and the group dispersed. Later im the day some of the group used 
a teleseope mounted on the Chinese side of the border for an inspeetion of the 
Portuguese garrison posts. 


On 20 May Maeao marines fired upon a Chinese Commis’ patrol boa’ whieh they 
saw orossing Macao territorial waters, and the Chinese returned the fire. The 
patrol boat went baek to Wantsai and took aboard a combat team for reinforee- 


ments, stationing another combat team on the beash to eover their trip. No fur- 


ther incident developed. 


On 1 Jumé Chinese Communist troops and Portuguese African guards had a dispute 
at-Portas do Cereo, on the Macao border, after which the Chinese Commmists 
piaeed two field gums at the border, directed at the Portuguese guards. Both 
sides were alerted, but withdrew after Chimese Chinese offieers had ordered 
their men to cease their threatening astivitioes.
